G.S.R. 435.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, as in force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts ‘Tea not otherwise 
specified’ from so much of the duty leviable thereon under sub-item (2) of Item 14 
of the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944) as is 
In excess of six pies per lbs. net, so long as such tea is not used in the manufac¬ 
ture of Package tea as defined In sub-item (1) of the said item 14.
